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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The allowability of the independent claims land 7 resides, at least in part, in that 
closest prior art of record Hashimoto et al. (US 2005/0044133) does not disclose or 
suggest, alone or in combination, positioning the brick of the end part of the , brick wall 
on said reference grid for allocating the bricks in the odd number layer so as to , match 
said first square half part to said odd number layer tightening grid, and successively 
arraying the bricks of the odd number layer from the brick on the reference grid, as well 
as positioning the brick of the end part of the brick wall on .said reference grid for 
allocating the bricks in the even number layer so as to match said first square half part 
to said even number layer tightening grid, and successively arraying the bricks of the 
even number layer from the brick on the reference grid, using the data processing 
system; and arraying said metal plates for allocation of the plates on the bricks of said 
odd number layer so that at least one bolt hole of the plate is positioned on said odd 
number layer tightening grid, as well as arraying the metal plates for allocation of the 
plates on the bricks of said even number layer so that at least one bolt hole of the plate 
is positioned on said even number layer tightening grid, using the data processing 
system, in combination with the other elements and features of the claimed invention. 

The allowability of the independent claim 12 resides, at least in part, in that 
closest prior art of record Hashimoto et al. (US 2005/0044133) does not disclose or 
suggest, alone or in combination, a data processing device producing brick allocation 
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model data for an odd number layer and an even number layer, which are adapted:for 
the grids, and automatically producing brick layout drawing data based on said brick 
allocation model data; a storage device for storing said brick allocation model data and 
said brick layout drawing data, in combination with the other elements and features of 
the claimed invention.
